With thousands of pledge cards 
still unreported, the lagging Com- 
munity Chest fund campaign was 


given a second extension today, 
until Nov. i7, campaign officials 
announced. 

The drive now totals $4,055,471 
or 84.7 per cent of the $4,785,000 
goal, it was revealed at a general 
report meeting today. The ex- 
tended drive, therefore, must make 
up an existing deficit of $729,529. 

The decision to extend the drive 
was reached at a meeting between 
James P. Hickok, campaign chair- 
man and his division chairmen in 
advance of the report meeting. 

Chairman’s Explanation. 

After announcing the extension 
of the drive, Hickok said: 

“To do otherwise would be noth- 
ing short of tragic. Failure this 
year because of inadequate solici- 
tation is unthinkable. The thou- 
sands of cards still outstanding 
represent hundreds of thousands 
of dollars which we must have if 
the drive is to be a success.”

Nov. 7 
(UP)—Tobacco chewers were ad- 
vised today to shift their quids if 
they want to avoid cancer of the 
mouth. Dr. Arthur B. Stout, pro-

use of tobacco” was one of the 
principal causes of mouth cancer. 

“People who hold a quid of to- 
bacco almost constantly in the 
same spot often get cancer of the

In 1946 Goldsborough fined 
Lewis $10,000 and the union $3.- 
500,000 on similar charges grow- 
ing out of a coal strike. On an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court, the 
union’s fine was cut to $700,000. 
but the Lewis penalty was not 
changed. In the second contempt 
action in 1948, Goldsborough 
simply doubled both fines. 

History of Walkout,

Lewis accused the soft coal opera-

Thanksgiving Turkeys Cheaper. 
Are Cranberries 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7 (UP)— 

Your Thanksgiving dinner should 
be cheaper this year than last. 
, Department of Agriculture of- 
ficials said that the price ef tur- 
keys and many.other holiday items 
have dropped since last year, chief- 
ly because of increased suppiies. 

Turkeys, usually the most ex- 
pensive item on the Thanksgiving 
dinner menu, are “considerably” 
cheaper this year, these officials 
said. Cranberries are also less ex- 
pensive. 

In the vegetable line,“cauliflower 
is said to be one of the “best 
buys.” Sweet potatoes are about 
the same as a year ago, Irish po- 
tatoes are up slightly, but celery is 


} somewhat lower. 


For dessert, housewives will dou 
better to stick to mince pie than 
pumpkin. Prices of raisins and 
apples—two chief ingredients of 
mincemeat — are lower this year 
and supplies plentiful. Pumpkins 
probably will be higher than last 
year. 

If the family prefers something 
besides turkey for the main 
course, here is the outlook for 
other fowl and meats: Ducks are 


generaily inexpensive where avai)- 
able; roasting chickens are a 
fairly good buy with prices about 
the same as in 1948; pork is much 
lower than a year ago, and beef 
prices are about on a par with last 
year. 

As for the trimmings, olives are 
about the same as last year, fresh 
pears are down about 10 per cent, 
and price of nuts ranges anywhere 
from last year’s level to 25 per 
cent lower. 


Turkey te Be 15 to 20 Pct. Cheaper 
in St. Louis This Year. 

Turkey will be 15 to 20 per cent 
cheaper in St. Louis this year than 
last, local market experts said to- 
day. The best grade oven-dressed 
fowl, which sold for 87 to 89 cents 
& pound last year, will range from 
70 to 75 cents, it was said. 

Other holiday food items ex- 
pected to be cheaper will include 
cranberries, at about 19 cents a 
pound, 6 cents under last year; 
Louisiana - Puerto Rican yams, 
down about 10 per cent, and nuts 
and grapes, substantially cheaper. 
Excellent celery will be available 
at about 20 cents for a large 
bunch, about the same price as

Judge in Trial of 
Messages, Tries 


Reds Gets 50,000 
to Answer Them 


NEW YORK, Nov. 7 (UP)— 
Federal Judge Harold R. Medina 
said today that since the end of 
the Communist conspiracy trial, 
over which he presided for nine 
months, he had received 50,000 
messages from various cities and 
hamlets in the United States. 
There were scores from foreign 
counties, too, he said. He said 
he still received from 1000 to 1500 
letters, telegrams and telephone 
calls daily. 

“The trial was an ordeal,” he 
said, “but this has just about put 
me under. I’m completely swamped 
and going around in a blue fog.” 

Medina said he planned to an- 
swer all of them. He said that he 
had hired three stenographers 
and that even though he had dic- 
tated steadily for the last two 
weeks he made no progress in 
answering the 30,000 letters that 
arrived at his home in the first 
three days after the trial of 11 
Communist leaders, 


He said he received letters from 
famous movie stars, authors and 
political figures. 

“But the bulk are from the lit- 
tle people who really make up 
America, taxicab drivers, me- 
chanics, department store em- 
ployes,” he said. “Some of them 
almost made tears come into my 
eyes. None of them are the ‘send 
the bums to jail’ stuff I received 
during the trial. The astounding 
thing is that they nearly all stréss 
fair play, the American tradition 
and the proper administration of 
justice. 


“In many cases when there were 
married couples, they both signed; 
often it would be the whole fam- 
ily, including the kids. These 
people seem to have a sense of 
timing, a sense of fitness, as 
though they thought it improper 
to write until the job was over.

Olin Industries, Inc., with head- 
quarters at East Alton, will invest 
at least $20,000,000 to enter the 
field of cellophane manufacture, 
under terms of a licensing deal 
with E. I. du Pont de Nemours 
& Co. it was announced last 
night. 


Olin, which operates piants in 
Mlinois, Connecticut, Pennsylvania 
and Washington, producing am- 
munition, firearms, flashlights, 
batteries and a variety of other 
Products will build a new plant. 
This will be an eight-machine fac- 
tory with a capacity of about 33,- 
000,000 pounds of cellophane a 
year. 

The cellophane plant will em- 
ploy several thousand persons. Its 
location will be determined by a 
nation-wide survey which will re- 
quire several months. 


Explains du Pont Move. 


Arlington Kunsman, head of the 
cellophane division of du Pont’s 
rayon department, in announcing 
that Olin had been licensed to 
make cellophane said: 

“During the war, and since, ex- 
cept for a short period, there has 
been a shortage of cellophane. Un- 
der normal circumstances du Pont 
would have built additional ca- 
pacity. However, the Department 
of Justice filed suit against the 
company, alleging that it already 
controlled so large a percentage of 
the market as to be guilty of mon- 
opoly. 

“This being the case, we did not 
fee] warranted in spending the 
stockholders’ money in expansion 
in this field. Instead, we turned 
to the alternative of finding addi- 
tional sources of production out- 
side the company to assure a sup- 
ply of cellophane adequate to meet 
potential demand.” 

The contract with Olin, he said, 
was the outcome of more than a 
year’s effort to find a company 
willing and able to invest at least 
the $20,000,000 considered neces- 
sary for a firm to enter the field 
on an economically efficient basis.

Pont agrees to license Olin, under 
all its cellophane patents, supply

Whether ex- 
pansion into the cellophane field 
ultimately will call for new financ- 
ing was not disclosed, but it is 
understood that no increase in 
capitalization is being made at 
present. 

The Olin industrial empire was 
founded by Franklin W. Olin, an 
engineer who worked his way 
through Cornell University, first 
by repairing harvest machinery on 
farms in the Middle West, and 
later by playing professional base- 
ball. His batting average of .402 
as a member of the Washington 
team was the highest in the Amer- 
ican Association. 

Olin was actracted by expanding 
production in the [Illinois coal 
fields and the opportunity for in- 
creasing sales of explosives in con- 
nection with development of the 
Southwest. In 1892 he built his 
first powder mill near East Alton. 

The company’s first brass mill 
was built to provide brass for the 
firm’s output of cartridges in 
World War I. In World War II 
the United States Cartridge Co., 
an Olin cubsidiary, operated the 
St. Louis Ordnance Plant, which 
was the world’s largest plant pro- 
ducing rifle and machine-gun am- 
munition. 

The founder retired in 1945, and 
was succeeded as president by his 
oldest son, Johh.

GETS GRANT FOR 
SCIENTIFIC WORK 


C. David Gutsche, assistant pro- 
fessor of chemistry at Washington 
University, is one of 71 scientific 
workers in American colleges and 
institutions to receive grants-in- 
aid of research totaling $217,000 
from the Research Corporation 
this year, it was announced today 
by Joseph W. Barker, president. 
The work for which Prof. 
Gutsche is receiving assistance 
from the non-profit organization 
is the synthesis of colchicine, an 
organic compound found in nature 
which has proved to have re- 
markable physiological effects on 
plants when administered to their 
seed, A speed-up in their growth 
and the attainment of larger 
than norma! size are the principal 
effects noted. 

Experiments with chickens sev- 
eral years ago resulted in the pro- | 
duction of birds that grew three | 
times as fast as normal with | 
weights of 13 pounds but 


the 
chickens failed to reproduce them- 
selves. 

It is hoped, Prof. Gutsche said, 
colchicine may ultimately prove 
to be beneficial in the treatment 
of some diseases that afflict man- 
kind, but the main effort now is 
toward synthesizing the compound 
so that it may be produced more 
cheaply and in larger quantities.

never recognize unjust laws. 

He ruled that Catholic judges 
bear grave responsibility for the 
application of laws contrary to 
Christian cuncepts. 


The Pope laid down four funda- 
mental rules for Catholic judges 
and lawyers in an address to mem- 
bers of an Italian Catholic law- 
yers’ congress here yesterday. The 
speech was made public today. 

The rules appeared aimed at 
strengthening the will of Catholic 
jurists still active in Communist- 
controlled Eastern Europe. They 
may apply especially to Czecho- 
slovakia, current focus of the 
church-state battle, where the 
Communist government recently 
imposed a new church control law. 

Position on Divorce. 

The Pope also ruled that “the 
Catholic judge cannot pronounce, 
unless for motives of great mo-

But the judge, who by his sen- 
tence applies it tc the particular 
case , . is co-responsible for 
those effects. 


“2 The judge 


through his decision, force any- 
one to commit an intrinsically 
immoral] rct, that is to say, con- 
trary by its nature to the laws 
of God or the Church. 

“3. He cannot in any case for- 
mally recognize and approve the 
unjust law (which, anyway, 
would never constitute the foun- 
dation of a judgment valid in 
conscience and before God). He, 
therefore, cannot pronounce a 
penal sentence which may be 
cquivalené to a s:milar approval. 
His responsibility would be even 
graver if his -entence should 
Cause a public scandal. 

“4. Nevertheless, not all appli- 
cation of an unjust law is equiv- 
alent to its recognition or 
approval. In this case the judge 
can — and sometimes perhaps 
Mmust—let the unjust law take its 
course in the event that this be 
the sole means to prevent much 
greater evil.

Attorney Tells Church 
Group So-Called ‘Rea- 
sonable’ Enforcement 
Is Impossible. 


It would be better to repeal the 
eity’s standard milk ordinance out- 
right than to give in to demands 
for “reasonable” and “less rigid” 
enforcement of its provisions, it 
Was asserted last night by Sher- 
man Landau, attorney, who served 
&S a member of the Citizens’ Milk 
Investigation Committee. 

Addressing the Sunday evening 
forum of the Union Avenue Chris- 
tian Church, Landau emphasized 
that the late Dr. Joseph F. Bre- 
deck, who was health commis- 
sioner when the ordinance was 
adopted in 1936, based enforcement 
on minimum requirements of the 
United States Public Health 
Service. 

“There cannot be any _ such 
thing as ‘reasonable’ or ‘rigid’ en- 
forcement,” the speaker declared. 
“You have either enforcement or 
non-enforcement. The recurrent 
clamor for ‘reasonable’ enforce- 
ment*means reduced enforcement, 
and I cannot conceive how that 
would be possible when only min- 
imum requirements are involved. 

“Unless the ordinance is truly 
enforced, it ought to be taken off 


the books, Nothing can be more 
detrimental than a false sense of 


security. The people of this com- | 
munity pay $4,000,000 a year, over | 


and above the basic cost of milk, 
in premiums to farmers for clean- 
liness and purity. It would be a 
fraud on the public to let people 
believe they're getting pure milk— | 
what they pay for—if the ordi- 
mance is not truly enforced.” | 

Made Numerous Trips. | 

The citizens’ committee appoint- | 
ed by former Mayor Aloys P.| 
Kaufmann made numerous in-| 
spection trips to talk to farmers 
in Missouri and Illinois, and mem- 
bers at their own expense went to 
Iowa, Wisconsin and other states 
to study operation of milk ordi- 
nances. 

Landau said farmers supplying 
Grade A milk for the St. Louis 
market did not consider enforce- | 
ment of the city’s ordinance un-| 
reasonable. “Every dairy farmer | 
who had set up his buildings and 
equipment to produce clean milk 
Was genuinely concerned about 
any lowering of standards because 
of the adverse effect it would 
have on the industry, and ulti- 
mately on his own income,” he 
stated. 

Adoption of the standard milk 
ordinance was opposed by some 
of the dairies and some of the 
officers of farmers’ co-operatives, 
Landau said, and under another 
guise the fight has been continued 
through efforts to keep the ordi- 
mance on the books but prevent 
its enforcement. When Dr. Bred- 
eck died a year ago, “the old 
clamor” was renewed, he declared. 

Disagrees With Bredeck. 

Dr. J. Earl Smith, who succeed- 
ed Dr. Bredeck as health com- 
missioner, disagreed with Dr. 
Bredeck’s enforcement methods 
and has favored emphasis on in- 
spection of the finished milk rath- 
er than on iftspection at the 
source of supply. 

Landau did not mention Dr. 
Smith by name, but he warned 
against emphasis on platform in- 
Spection as a return to the days 
of mere token inspection. He cited 
a United States Public Health 
Service bulletin which noted that 
milk with low bacterial count may 
be secured from tuberculous cows 
and may have been handled by 
typhoid carriers. 

The speaker praised Milton R. 
Fisher, milk control] director who 
was fired by Dr. Smith, -as an 
exceptionally capable and highly 
qualified worker.

Darst Should Have Spoils 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Continuously since the founding of 
our country and establishment of the 
two-party political system, which has 
endured as such except for the brief life 
of a third party of slight consequence, 
recognized practice has been “To the 
victor belongs the spoils.” This slogan 
does not imply looting of city, state and 
national treasuries, but that the winning 
party is entitled to name those needed 
to assist a President, Governor and 
Mayor in administering public affairs. 
If this-were not true, then why not 
abolish the party system and elections 
that brought about that practice? 

As the reader doubtless infers, I’m 
leading up to the issue developed re- 
cently by Mayor Darst’s statement re- 
Barding civil service functions. The 
Mayor logically objected to limited 
power imposed upon him by enlarged 
operation of Civil Service. He asked 
only that in his executive position he 
have the right to discharge any city em- 
ploye deemed inefficient and to replace 
that person with an abler individual. 
Briefly—and properly, in my opinion— 
he would vest full powers of merit pol- 
icy and administration in a commission 
named by the Mavor. 

Most Mayors make a sacrifice in tak- 
ing public office. Usually they are 
business or professional men earning 
more than the amount paid in public 
office. The Mayor himself, seeking to 
benefit the general public, should have 
the right to name his aids and to re- 
place an incompetent office-holder with 
a thoroughly qualified person. 

If to the political victor there does not 
belong the right to name those who 
shal] aid him in public office, there 
cannot be harmony in the organization 
and everybody, particularly the public, 
will be losers in the situation that in- 
evitably must ensue.

Why do these 13 Missourians have an ex- 
traordinary opportunity to strike a blow against 
Communist infiltration? 

They have it as members of the Committee on 
Education of the Missouri State Senate. As 
members of that committee, they possess the 
power to speed Missouri to the elimination of 
the practice of racial discrimination in tax- 
supported university education. 

Racial discrimination in education is one of 
the undemocratic aspects of American society 
which the Communists make much of in their 
appeal to American Negroes. 

It is just such flagrant denials of democracy 
as this which has led some American Negroes to 
make the sad mistake of taking up the Commu- 
nist cause. There can be no denying that it has 
had its effect. Two of the Communist leaders 
tried under the Smith Sedition Act are Negroes. 
William Z. Foster, Communist nominee for 
President, has had for his running mate, James 
W. Ford, a Negro. 

Missouri falls far short of providing equal 
educational facilities at the university level for 
its Negro youth. How great the injustice is has 
just been told by the Human Rights Commit- 
tee of the Missouri Association for Social Wel- 
fare. The University of Missouri has nearly a 
half million volumes in its library. Lincoln 
University for Negroes at Jefferson City has 32,- 
000 books. The University of Missouri has 
scores of courses in literature and languages. 
Lincoln University “cannot even prepare its stu- 
dents to meet the Missouri requirements for 
high-school teaching in either Spanish or Latin.” 

And so on through the sciences and arts, pro- 
fessional studies, business, nurses’ training and 
other fields—Lincoln University’s facilities are 
inferior or in some cases non-existent. 

The facts about this situation led the Missou- 
ri Association for Social Welfare to this un- 
equivocal conclusion: 


“Equal but separate” higher education in 
Missouri is a myth and will remain a myth 
unless the state lays upon its citizens a 
crushing burden of taxation. 


Should Missourians have any hesitation in 
correcting this manifest injustice and inequality 
in tax-supported education? The answer @is to 
look to the South. Arkansas and Oklahoma al- 
ready have admitted Negroes to certain of their 
professional schools at their state universities. 
Are the people of Missouri more prejudiced 
racially than those in states further South? We 
do not believe it for a minute. 

Any member of the Senate Commitee on Edu- 
cation who has doubt about public opinion will 
be informed by a poll just taken in some 15 
Southern and border states. Of 3375 school ad- 
ministrators and faculty members who re- 
plied, 70 per cent said they favor “immediate 
admission of Negroes to graduate and profes- 
sional schools without segregation.” Only 2 per 
cent favor building new graduate schools for 
Negroes. In other words, only 2 per cent of 


these Southern educators favor the “separate but 


equal” myth now maintained in Missouri. 

The Missouri House did its duty when it passed 
the bill to admit Negro students last spring. 
The vote was an overwhelming 100 to 8. This 
valuable gain will be lost if the Senate does not 
act while it is now in session. If the House 
vote is lost, it will be months before the issue 
can come up again. The Senate Committee 
should report the bill out and thus put it up to 
the caucus to schedule it for passage. 
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The Mayor’s First Love 


Mayor Darst received a letter the other day 
from his first sweetheart, whom he called ‘“Dim- 
ples.” She had heard his name on the radio 
and wanted to ask if he were the same Joe Darst 
she had known years ago in St. Louis. There 
was one part of the story about it that we liked 
particularly. 

“She was quite pretty,” the Mayor said 
reminiscently. 

That is what every man we know would say 
about his first sweetheart, and also the way he 
would say it. She was quite pretty. She was 
young—freshly and beautifully and heartbreak- 
ingly young.

But for the 
benefit of anyone who never was a boy and fell 
in love for the first time, we told the rest of 
the usual story, to show what he meant when 
he said it reminiscently. 
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The. Westward Migration 

A small note of national political significance 
says that California has taken second place 
among the states in population. The war years 
brought a new westward migration, dumping 
three million more citizens into the Golden 
State. 

The Census Bureau estimates California's pop- 
ulation at 10,665,000. New York remains the 
largest state with 14,392,000. But New York 
and a number of other Eastern and Midwestern 
States apparently will have to surrender seats 
in Congress to the Far West in 1950. 

The best estimate is that California’s congres- 
sional delegation of 23 will receive eight new 
members, making 31. Washington and Oregon 
are expected to gain one and perhaps two. New 
York will probably have to yield three of its 45. 
A number of states, such as Missouri, where the 
population has not grown as fast as the national 
average, may also be affected by the swaying 
political balance. Missouri, which once had 16 
members, has already lost three to Western 
states. 

What new forces will this bring into action in 
Washington? Undoubtedly the growth of the 
West will increase the demand for economic de- 
centralization, for the break-up of eastern monop- 
olies, for the establishment of heavy industry 
on the Coast, for an end to freight-rate discrim- 
ination and for sweeping national reclamation 
and conservation plans. 

But in the realm of partisan politics, the mean- 
Its companion 


giant in the East—New York—is uncertain be- 
cause so many parties vie for power there. In 
California, by contrast, it Is sometimes difficult 
to tell a Republican from a Democrat. 

Each party is divided into progressive and 
conservative factions. Moreover, California law 
permits cross-filing by election candidates. This 
permits a candidate to run for state office on 
both tickets, and the practical result is to neu- 
tralize partisan politics. Though registration is 
predominantly Democratic, the Governor is a 
Republican. 

Californians often boast that the amazing 
growth of their longitudinal land will tip the 
scales of tijnation in economics and politics. 
Unfortunately, not even a Californian can tell 
which way the scales will fall. 
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Suppression in Japan 

Gen. MacArthur’s suppression of the book “‘The 
Case of General Yamashita” is a discouragement 
to everyone who expects democracy to develop 
and grow in Japan. 

His headquarters has told the American peo- 
ple repeatedly that democracy has taken hold 
there. More has been claimed, perhaps, than the 
facts allow, but if any beginning on democracy 
has been made at all it should be nourished in 
an atmosphere of free thought and free discus- 
sion, which is the only kind of atmosphere in 
which democracy can grow. 

United States occupation force§ in Japan un- 
questionably -have a hard problem on their 
hands. It is their responsibility to decide wheth- 
er publications like the Yamashita book will 
tear down what they have so laboriously been 
building up in Japan. Too often they must de- 
cide without clear directives from Washington. 
A representative of a democracy should be able 
to make the choice automatically, in favor of 
free discussion, and the men on the ground in 
Japan should be authorized to do so by direc- 
tives from Washington. 

If the Japanese are ever to learn to think and 
talk as free men, they will have to do dt by 
exercise—by actually thinking and talking free- 
ly. Otherwise Japan will continue to be what 
the editor of the Yomiuri Shimbun, in an edi- 
torial recently reprinted gn this page, said it 
still is: a country with the forms of democratic 
self-government but lacking the will to behave 
as free people. 

The Japanese will not become true democrats 
by being kept in ignorance of publications which, 
as an occupation official said of the Yamashita 
book, glorify or express sympathy for “the very 
things we are trying to eliminate.” They will be 
free men fit for self-government when they can 
consider such ideas with a ¢éalm and undisturbed 
mind, and consciously prefer to be freemen. 
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Will Sheriff Fischer Explain? 

The Stevenson Administration’s policy against 
gambling has, in the gamblers’ own term, be- 
gun to pay off. This is especially true in St. 
Clair county, where State’s Attorney Richard T. 
Carter has warned Sheriff Adolph A. Fischer 
that he may be questioned by the grand jury on 
gambling conditions. 

St. Clair county is high on the Administra- 
tion's priority list of counties where the State 
has threatened to intervene, if commercialized 
gambling is not suppressed. In St. Clair, fed- 
eral taxes have been paid this year on 395 slot 
machines. Mr. Carter was elected State’s At- 
torney in a reform campaign. These facts add 
up to the present demand for action. 

If Sheriff Fischer can’t explain to State’s At- 
torney Carter why he has not acted, he will 
have to explainto the grand jury. Sheriff Fischer 
is the chief law enforcement officer of one of 
the worst slot machine counties in Illinois. He 
will have a lot of explaining to do. 
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The Leading Lobby 


The American Medical Association reports 
under the Lobbying Act that it spent $1,225,000 
in the first nine months of this year. Presum- 
ably the A.M.A. considers this its own business, 
but the public will be interested. 

George H. Hall writes from Washington that 
the association's’ campaign against national 
health insurance is not going too well. If the 
A.M.A. had collected its lobbying assessment in 
full from all its members, it would have had 
almost three times the money it has spent so 
far. But even this spending was astonishing. 

The second largest spender among the 253 
lobbying groups was the Committee for Consti- 
tutional Government. This wealthy and reac- 
tionary organization paid out $443,000 for propa- 
ganda work. The average expenditure for all 
these groups would be nearly $25,000, or about 
one-fiftieth of the A.M.A.’s fund. 

This is considered legitimate activity—as long 
as it is reported. But the source of lobbying 
funds is a matter of general concern. The vast 
amount spent by the American Medical Associ- 
ation comes from the assessment on doctors. 
They get their money from patients, or nearly 
everybody. So in the final analysis the funds 
came from the public. 

Naturally the public will be interested. This 
money originally was paid by the people for pro- 
tection of health, not for destruction of a public 
health measure. 
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In the Midst of Plenty 


Eight babies have been found dead of malnu- 
trition in a San Joaquin Valley (California) camp 
for migrant workers. This was the most dra- 
matic fact turned up in an investigation of how 
some 150,000 persons are living while they harv- 
est the rich cotton, fruit and vegetable crops of 
the valley. 

Details of the report are reminiscent of ‘“‘The 
Grapes of Wrath.” They sound like a repeti- 
tion of the story of the Okies of the depression 
days. The managers of ‘these camps, however, 
blame the squalid conditions on the workers. 
They can’t keep the camps clean, the managers 
say, because those who live in them do not want 
them clean. 

No doubt, the life which these migrants lead 
is not one conducive to a high development of 
the domestic virtues. But even if the migrants 
were as shiftless as the camp operators make 
them out to be, the operators still would have 
a hard time explaining why these people are 
forced to buila shelters of crates and packing 
boxes or why plumbing and sanitary facilities 
are so inadequate. That the operators are wield- 
ing a whitewash brush is further indicated by 
their exaggerated statements about the earnings 
of the migrants. 

No matter how much of the blame falls on one 
shoulder and how much falls on another, the 
situation is a disgrace to California. There is 
no question about the basic fact of poverty and 
inhumanity in the midst of plenty. The state is 
rich enough to provide the education and the 
working standards which would end the spectacle 
of men living like beasts,

Do We Really Cherish Competition? 


The Mirror 
of

The anti-trust laws form fixed and unique 
features of our political landscape. But 
while both statute and custom are dedi- 
cated to the ideal of competition, our 
economy has gone on implacably developing 
the bigness, concentration and combination 
which severely limit, even if they do not 
actually wipe out, competition. 

Now there has been launched the severest 
test yet of our national devotion to the 
whole anti-trust idea. 
The Department of 
Justice, having won 
a series of legal vic- 
tories over “monopo- 
ly” which seemed to 
leave the foe as well 
entrenched as ever, 
has embarked upon 
a string of cases in 
which it seeKs out- 
right dissolution of 
certain big combines. 

The courts are 
asked to divorce 
Western Electric 
from Bell Telephone; 
to split up the Big 
Four meat packers; to divest the du Ponts 
of their control over General Motors and 
U. S. Rubber; to destroy the vertical in- 
tegration of The Great Atlantic & Pacific 
Tea Co. This game is for keeps, and the 
outraged cries of the defendants suggest 
that they know it.

Bigness Itself Is on Trial 


The Justice Department's present offen- 
sive is based upon the view that bigness in 
itself may throttle competition, through 
price leadership, tacit regulation of output, 
the control of raw-material sources, patents, 
and other devices. The courts have seem@i 
to be moving toward the same point of 
view. They no longer insist that abuse of 
monopolistic power must be proved. The 
mere existence of such power is taken to 
be an evil. 

The du Pont suit, filed last summer in 
Chicago, well illustrates both the scope and 
the problems of the new anti-trust policy. 
After the First World War, the company 
bought into General Motors, and started 
making paints, celluloid and other mate- 
rials for the auto industry. In 1927 it start- 
ed buying into U. S. Rubber. Legally, the 
charges against du Pont are that it re- 
strained competition among General Mo- 
tors, U. S. Rubber, and itself, allocating an 
exclusive field of activity to each; that it 
gave secret rebates and preferential prices 
to the two controlled corporations in or- 
der to exclude competitors from tfeir busi- 
nesses; that, through the power of its size, 
it induced suppliers to buy on a reciprocity 
basis from G. M., to the exclusion of G.M.'s 
competitors. 

Du Pont’s defense cleverly exploits the 
public’s doubts and confusions. Most Amer- 
icans are temperamentally against big busi- 
ness, but nearly all of them cherish what 
big business does for them, Du Pont’s pub- 
lic statements pay little attenion to the 
charges of rebates and preferential prices, 
emphasizing rather the advantages of big 
business and the claim that the Govern- 
ment seeks to penalize success. 


Thrusts That Miss the Mark 


Here, as in so many anti-trust suits, the 
fencers’ thrusts seem to be sliding past 
each other. Competition, in the tradition- 
al concept, is a social regulator— con- 
veniently automatic method of assuring 
that, without direct intervention by the 
state, the pursuit of private profit will 
serve public ends. Admirable as they may 
be, the obvious advantages of big business 
—economies of mass production, potentials 
of research, mobilization of capital—are 
not a substitute for that sort of regulation. 

The trouble with the typical American 
is that he wants both big business and 
competition. He wants nylon and 30,000,000 
cars, and at the same time he wants an 
economy that regulates itself in his inter-

est by competition. He wants the security 
and stability of big corporations, but he 
also wants the free prices, the rapid im- 
provements in quality, and the variety of 
options presumed to flow from competitive 
free enterprise. 

This curious schizophrenia is well] illus- 
trated by the huge sections of our econom- 
ic life that are exempted from anti-trust 
principles. The Miller-Tydings Act allows 
manufacturers and retailers to fix prices 
wherever state laws permit. The Clayton 
Act prevents corporations from acquiring 
a competitor's stock, but mergers have pro- 
ceeded at full tilt by the acquisition of as- 
sets. The Webb-Pomerene Act permits ex- 
porters to combine. 


When Competition Goes Soft 


Impressive segments of agriculture and 
the food industry have been virtually re- 
moved from the competitive sphere. Not 
only are farm prices supported by govern- 
ment, but concerted withholding from the 
market is encouraged. Labor unions, so 
long as they avoid overt collusions with 
employers, can restrict production and fix 
prices, though employers are forbidden to 
do so. 

Finally, the great and pervasive exemp- 
tion is one that has arisen without statute, 
through the steady growth of industrial 
units to a point where competition becomes 
“soft,’ or ceases, at least, to regulate. It 
can hardly be contended nowadays that 
the steel industry determines how much 
to produce and what prices to charge 
through a struggle for sales, rather than 
by the calculated decision of its responsi- 
ble leaders. The automobile industry, which 
competes furiously in advertising and 
chrome-plated gadgets, is dominated by 
three big producers whose power is obvi- 
ous to all. 


The problem of anti-trust law enforce- 
ment, then, is basically a problem of clari- 
fying the public mind on just what kind 
of economy the public wants. Most people 
understand that little business is not neces- 
sarily efficient business. On the other hand, 
there is a deep-rooted suspicion that big- 
ness grows by what it feeds on, and that 
sometimes it swells beyond the point of 
optimum efficiency. 


Only a Rearguard Action 


The Justice Department's policy of “di- 
vestiture, dissolution, and divorcement” is 
a bold attempt to draw a pragmatic line 
somewhere down the middle. Assistant At- 
torney General Bergson denies that the in- 
tention is to smash any industry. “In seek- 
ing to split up monopoly power,” he says, 
“it is the policy of the Anti-trust Division 
to have each of the parts remain a strong, 
independent enterprise.” 

Nothing is clearer than that the partial 
enforcement of partial anti-trust laws has 
not impeded the growth of “monopoly.” We 
are now being asked whether we wish to 
enforce those laws fully and powerfully. at 
the cost of a drastic shakeup of existing 
industrial organization; or whether we wish 
to ratify the existing industrial organiza- 
tion as one that gives us, roughly, the kind 
of economic results we want. 


Should the second alternative be chosen 
—-that is, should the courts, Congress, or 
public opinion defeat the present anti-trust 
offensive—it will then be necessary to face 
squarely the question of what form of so- 
cial regulation, if any, shall be substituted 
for competition in spheres where we are 
unwilling to maintain it.

Between Book Ends 


Science Fiction at [ts Fanciest 


WHAT MAD UNIVERSE. by Fredric Brown. (E. P. Dut- 
ton Co., Inc., 255 pgs., $2.50.) 


Keith Winton awakes from the crash of 
the first rocket ship sent from the earth 
to the moon to find himself in a world 
that is almost the same as that from which 
he has been rudely snatched—but not 
quite. 


Many small details puzzle Keith. Why 
is he given fabulous sums in exchange for 
a quarter and almost shot as a spy when 
he attempts to change a half dollar? Why 
are Model T Fords used in a community 
where the announcement that Gen. Eisen- 
hower is in charge of the planet Venus 
fazes no one? Why do strange monsters 
roam the atreets without disturbing the 
populace? Why are the streets of New 
York blacked out at night and its inhabi- 
tants at the mercy of roving gangs? 

In time these variations in a world that 
is otherwise the same one that he had 
known are explained to Winton. 

And the explanation, given to Keith by 
a little round sphere that floats in the air 
and thinks as no man 
has ever thought, is 
as tricky and compli- 
cated an interpreta- 
tion of events as this 
reviewer has yet 
come across. 

But in the mean- 
time, Winton, as 
confused as any 
stodgy, successful 
magazine editor 
might be under the 
circumstances, plods 
through the usual 
science fiction rou- 
tine — adventures 
with Martian mon- 
sters, rocket ships, death rays and other 
stock science fiction impedimenta. 

The book is redeemed as good light read- 
ing by an unusual, provocative beginning 
and a subtle ending.

F ear . Brown 


Philosophically, there is nothing new 
about the idea of infinite regression, but 
Fredric Brown's Mekky—the mechanical 
brain in the glistening sphere—combines 
dimension with infinity and comes up with 
an infinite number of co-existent universes 
and the idea that, somewhere in infinity, 
everything must be true, every experience 
duplicated and reduplicated in endless 
variety. 

Thus we have Mekky asserting “there is 

. @ universe in which this exact scene 
is being repeated except that you—or the 
equivalent of you—are wearing brown 
shoes instead of black ones... . There are 
an infinite number of permutations of that 
variation, such as the one in which you 
have a slight scratch on your left forefin- 
Waa” 

In time, Keith Winton gets back to his 
universe, saving, in the process, another 
universe from extinction. The trip back 
is uneventful, the arrival unspectacular. 

But Mekky’s reasoning in the final pages 
of the book bears testimony to the active 
imagination of the author. “What Mad 
Universe’—at least at the end—is science

| Italian Tenor Co-starred With

Giuseppe di Stefano, the young 
Italian tenor who made a brilliant- 
ly successful appearance in St. 
Louis with the Metropolitan Opera 
last spring, returned to the local 
boards yesterday afternoon in a 
special concert celebrating the 
twenty-fifth anniversary of Font- 
bonne College. He was co-starred 
on this occasion with the St. Louis 
Symphony Orchestra undef Vladi- 
mir Golschmann. The orchestra 
provided accompaniments for four 
operatic arias and an instrumental 
program featuring Tschaikowsky’s 
Fifth Symphony. An audience of 
about 3000 was responsive to all 
offerings, but reserved an old- 
fashioned ovation, embellished 
with numerous “bravos” for Mr. 
Stefano’s performance of Puccini. 

Besides the popularly favored 
“Che Gelida Manina” from La 
Boheme and “Lucevan e Stelle” 
from La Tosca, he sang “Salut 
Demeure” from Gounod’s Faust 
and “Il Mio Tesoro” from Mozart's 
Don Giovanni. With the exception 
of the Mozart aria all are stand- 
ard “wow” numbers for a lyric 
tenor with the voice and tempera- 
ment to put them over. Mr. Ste- 
fano showed that he had them. 
He is indeed among the first two 
or three singers of his particular 
category, now before the public. 
Others may be as impressive in 
interpretation—though he _ sings 
with artistic judgment as well as 
ardor—but vocally he need bow to 
none of his contemporaries. The 
voice is virile, fresh, warm, supple, 
forward in placement and 
good throughout the range. His 
high voice in the arias from Faust 
and

beautifully controlled. 

The audience of 3000 repeatedly 
him back to the stage 
after his encore; but as he had 
prepared nothing else with 
orchestra, he sang again a part 
of “Che Gelida Manina.”

J. Arthur Rank Threatens to 
Quit Industry Unless 
Ticket Tax Is Cut. 


LONDON, Nov. 7 (AP) —J. Ar- 
thus Rank, biggest operator in 
Britain’s ailing movie industry, re- 


ported heavy financial losses to- 
day and threatened to quit mak- 
ing films entirely. 

The Yorkshire multi-millionaire 
said his group will make only six 
to 10 films in the six months end- 
ing June 1950. And, he added, un- 
less the government lowers its 40 
per cent tax on movie tickets, he 
will pull out. Already, the organ- 
ization has sold two of its, studios 
to the British Broadcasting Corp. 
for use in television. 

In his annual statement, Rank 
listed the group’s net loss at £746,- 
747 ($2,090,890.60) for the year 
ended last June 25. Profits the 
previous year were £4,175,732 ($11, 
692, 049.60). But, Rank said, the 
group withdrew $3,253,185.60 from 
reserves borrowed $6,550,624.40. He 
placed losses on movie productions 
at $9,280,000.

There are from 3000 to 5000 
leprosy cases in this country, and 
most of them are undetected, Dr. 
Eugene R. Kellersberger, 4 med- 
ical missionary and leprologist, 
said here today.

Control Tower Airport's Busy Spot 


Officials Think Lambert Field [s One of Nation's Satest; How System Works 


By Peter Wyden 


AST Tuesday’s mid-air collision 
L over Washington in which 55 

lives were lost sent officials at 
Lambert-St. Louis Municipal Air- 
port scurrying for the nearest 
piece of solid wood to knock for 
good luck. 

They don’t need it as badly as 
some of the nation’s More con- 
gested fields, but a few minutes 
spent in the din of the local con- 
trol téwer during “rush hour” will 
leave the most cynical motorist in 
awe. Our traffic cops of the air 
have to engage in some hair-rais- 
ing juggling acts to direct the 
arrival and departure vf planes at 
rates up to ofe every minute. 


“We think we've had one of the 
safest airports in the country,” 
says David E. Leigh, 33-year-old 
manager of the field. “We cér- 
tainly hope to keep it that way.” 
There has been no fatal mishap 
at the field since Aug. 1, 1943, 
when Mayor William Dee Becker 
and nine others died in a glider 
crash. As far as Leigh knows, 
there never has been a collision in 
mid-air. 

Contrary to growing traffic jams 
dt Washington and New York, 
congestion of the skies has de- 
creased in St. Louis since the war. 


,There were 65,000 landings and 


take-offs a month at the height 
of the war effort. Last September 
only 21,997 arrivals and departures 
were clocked. Leigh feels certain 
that the coming and going of the 
100 military planes left at the 
nearby Navy reserve base does not 
interfere with the safety of civil- 
jan air travel. 

What happened to Eriek Rios 
Bridoux, the “Bolivian Lindbergh” 
who plowed into an Eastern Air 
Lines DC-4 over Washington Na- 
tional Airport and caused the 
country’s worst airline tragedy” 
Leigh can only guess, but as an 
ex-control tower man with five 
years behind the microphone he 
points out that visibility is poor 
in any plane—“you just can’t see 
below or behind”’—and that to- 
day's radios, in his opinion are 
not as sound as they might be. 
They often are subject to static. 
Sometimes they fail. 

He is inclined to think the Bo- 
livian might have had an electrical 
failure or smelled smoke in the 
cockpit. Perhaps he was so wor- 
ried about some sudden emergency 
that he wasn't listening to his 
radio. If the radio was not work- 
ing while ground officials fran- 
tically tried to warn him of the 
impending crash, the pilot might 
not even have been aware of it. A 
plane’s radio does not give off 
continuous patter but speaks up 
only when the tower is trying to 
make connections. 

Officials here do 
that use of a light “gun” might 
have headed off the Washington 
collision, The device, shaped like 
a mortar. barrel, is suspended 
from the ceiling of the control 
tower here and is occasionally 
used to bring down the few planes 
that still do not have radio receiv- 
ers. Its green, white and red jights 
can be flashed in 11 different 
combinations to pilots on the 
ground or in the air. Each signal 
has a distinct meaning and the 
piercing ray can be seen for 10 
miles by day and 15 miles at night. 

There's just one hitch to the 
“run”: in the air you've got to be 
on the lookout for it. If you think 
your radio is working fine or if 
you're too busy with other crises 
in the cockpit you might not look 
for it. The Civil Aeronautics 
Board has announced that the 
signal was not used to warn the 
ill-fated Bolivian ace.

While control tower duty is 
deemed about the most nerve- 
punishing job this side of a boiler 
factory, the patterns of landings 
and takeoffs have been worked 
out in such detail that Daniel 
Vucurevich, supervisor of the 
CAA watch in the control tower, 
recently was able to untangle the 
following little problem: 

Thirteen planes were in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the airport. 
The weather was terrible. The 
planes were “stacked” at different 
altitudes at eight specified radio 
rendezvous spots around the coun- 
tryside. Some were as high as 
13,000 feet. One by one, Vucure- 
vich and his men “talked” the 
pilots in. All were working under 
‘instrument flight rules.” Each 
made a perfect landing. 

To the men in the tower, shout- 
ing into the microphones, talking 
on eight telephones and six radio 
sending frequencies and listening 
at the same time to seven quiver- 
ing loudspeakers lined up along 
the ceiling, it must have seemed 
as if the skies had come unhooked 
at last gut like chess champions 
moving from board to board in 
competition against a whole row 
of rivals, they eoped successfully 
with each plane in due time. 

Things aren't always that grim. 
Calling in from over St. Peters, 
Mo., the pilots often report they're 
“by the pearly gates.” Heading 
over an amusement park at St. 
Charles they § advise they’ve 
reached “the second dip of the 
roller coaster.” And when they 
mention an old folk’s home as an 
identifying landmark they’)! label 
it “pilot’s haven.” Going over 
town they may radio in about 
“passing the fourteenth floor of 
the Park Plaza.”

7 tilized in the dark shadows of 
an areaway on Fifty- fifth 
street, New York City. 

Attending the conception were 
Jonn L. Lewis, president of the 
United Mine Workers, and Wil- 
liam Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor. 

The one knew that the CIO had 
been conceived, the other didn’t. 
It was April 1933. 

Green had met Lewis at il 
o'clock that night outside the St. 
Regis Hotel. His coat collar was 
pulled up and his hat brim was 
pulled down, his face hidden like 
a fugitive’s. Green and Lewis had 
been having union controversies 
and Lewis had been engineering 
some high-powered political moves, 
so Green didn’t ‘want to be seen 
with him. He was afraid of old- 
line reaction in the AFL. 

Steering Lewis away from 
brightly lighted streets, Green 
brought him to the shadowy de- 
serted areaway. There they talked 
for two hours. Lewis, bubbling 
with good news, tried to inspire 
Green to action. He told him that 
the National. Recovery Act had 
been planned and that it was go- 
ing to include a little section 
called 7A, labor’s Magna Carta. 

That section was going to give 
labor the right to organize and 
bargain collectively. 

Lewis told Green 
the time to put on 
organizing drive; now was the 
time to discard trade unionism 
for industrial unionism; now was 
the time to move into the basic 
mass industries of steel, autos, 
rubber, everything. 

Green hedged, hesitated. 

“Now, John,” he said, “let's take 
it easy.” 

Years later, after the CIO was 
a reality and a militant force, 
Lewis declared: 

“It was that night that I knew, 
and knew irrevocably, that in- 
dustrial unionization would never 
come out of AFL. It -was then 
and there that I knew it was up 
to me. 

“The die of the CIO was cast in 
those early morning hours in that 
dark areaway on Fifty-fifth street. 
I went to bed and the next day 
I began to plan the CIO.” 

Lewis had known for a long 
time that one day he would organ- 
ize the vast masses of unskilled 
workers. He had known it when 
he was a young man in Lucas, la., 
when he was a mere fledgling be- 
ing coached in oratory by his wife, 
when he was a minor official in 
the UMW. He had known it when 
the UMW actually forced the AFL 
to grant the miners a charter.

By 1932 Lewis and his attorney, 
Jett Lauck, were fighting for 
legislation that would give work- 
ers the right to organize and bar- 
gain collectively. It would put 
the law on the side of organized 
labor. 

With the New Deal of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt came Raymond 
Moley, the first of the “brain 
trusters,” and he asked Lewis for

suggestions. Lewis, of course, hit 
him with his idea for a labor law. 

Administration thinking began 
to run along the lines of the NRA 
and foremost among those inter- 
ested in such a program were 
Bernard Baruch and Gen. Hug 
Johnson. 

In the spring of 1933 Lewis 
wormed his way into the meeting 
of top industrialists at Baruch’'s 
home. It was there that the NRA 
was born, And in it was SectJon 
7A. Lewis fought for the inclu- 
sion of this Magna Carta of 
labor and he got it. Actually, 7A 
was the birth certificate of the 
CIO. 

“Section 7A,” Lewis once said, 
“was the most important single 
move essential to opening the 
way for a nationwide organiza- 
tional campaign of industrial un- 
jonism.” 

It was this plan that Bill Green 
rejected,

The tactics went so far as hav- 
ing letters Roosevelt never saw 
but bearing his signature sent 
to congressmen. These letters 
were formulated by White House 
attaches who were in sympathy 
with Lewis and were working 
for his purposes. A number of 
labor supporters used these let- 
ters for lobbying in favor of Sec- 
tion 7A.

HERE are many dark stories 
told of the means that had to 
be employed in the battle for 


open clamoring, 
pressure politics, lobbying both 
subtle and blatant and devious 
secret intrigues, the NRA con- 
taining Lewis's weapon became 
law on June 16, 1933. 

Lewis immediately threw the 
entire treasury of the UMW into 
a desperate organizing campaign. 
In two years, the membership of 
the UMW boiled up from a low 
ebb of a little over 100,000 to a 
tidal wave of more than 400,000, 
recouping its losses of the ‘20s. 

Lewis watched the unrest and 
violence of 1934. He could read 
the revolutionary handwriting on 
the walls of American industry. 
He knew that the workers were 
seething and aching to be organ- 
ized. 

These were times of hate and 
anger. Lewis cast a baleful eye 
at the inept actions of the AFL. 
As multitudes of workers spontane- 
ously organized in the mass in- 
dustries, they turned to the AFL 
for aid. 

The AFL’s answer came in the 
form of vacillation, equivocation 


Fix It Yourself

Rattling Window Sashes. 

N November, window sashes 

rattle. They rattle in March 

too, but for our money they rat- 
tle louder in November. All this 
moise is due to high winds but the 
winds wouldn’t make much differ- 
ence if the sash had not shrunk 
so that it no longer fitted tightly 
in the frame. 

The lazy way to take care of a 
rattling window sash is to wedge 
some paper between the sash and 
the little strip of wood that holds 
the sash in the frame. This will 
work okay but is only temporary. 
Sooner or later the wedge is going 
to fall out and’ you'll be up in the 
middle of the night putting in 
another one. A much better solu- 


tion is to move these little strips 
of wood over just a hair nearer 
the sash so that while they hold 
it tight there is still enough clear- 
ance so that the sash can be 
moved up and down. 

These little strips of wood are 
usually held in place with small 
finishing nails but sometimes 
screws are used. For nails, you 
can just pry the strip off gently 
with a screwdriver. If screws are 
used, these will have to come up. 
When you have the strip of wood 
in its new position, work the 
sash up and down a couple of 
times to be sure that it moves 
easily but does not rattle before 
you secure the strips in place for 
good.

The stage was now set for the 
climatic AFL convention of 1935. 

Fifty-five-year-old John L. Lewis 
was ready to fight to the death, 
if necessary, the 55-year-old AFL. 
Almost from the opening gavel, 
the convention was forced to face 
the issue squarely and choose be- 
tween industrial unionism as the 
weapon for a vast organizational 
drive or a craft union “status quo.” 

Charles P. Howard, head of the 
Typographical Union, presented a 
minority resolution reading: 

“. . .In those industries where 
the work performed by a majority 
of the workers...might fall with- 
in the jurisdictional claim of more 
than one craft union, it is declared 
that industrial organization is the 
only form that will be accept- 
eo. 

Matthew Woll, one of the arch- 
conservative trade union officials, 
bitterely attacked the resolution. 
He assailed Lewis as the master 
mind and accused him of reneging 
on his conciliatory position at San 
Francisco the year before. Lewis 
hotly replied: 

“... . At San Francisco they se- 
duced me with fair words. Now, of 
course, having learned I was se- 
duced, I am enraged and ready 
to rend my seducers limb from 
rr 


Lewis finished and the conven- 
tion voted, turning down indus- 
trial unionism 18,024 to 10,993. 

The blow came on Saturday 
morning, Oct. 19. Delegate Thomp- 
son of the then tiny union of rub- 
ber workers was pleading for an 
industrial charter. Suddenly Wil- 
liam Hutcheson, huge, red-nosed 
boss of the Carpenter’s Union 
reared up, bellowing “Point of 
order.” 

Lewis leaped to the floor and 
attention was instantly riveted on 
him and Hutcheson. Lewis glared 
at Hutcheson as he said, “This 
thing of raining points of order 
all the time on minor delegates 
is rather small potatoes.” 

Hutcheson hoisted his nearly 
300 pounds and stretched himself 
to his full height roaring, “I was 
raised on small potatoes. That is 
why I am so small!” 

Lewis walked up the aisle, said 
something to Hutcheson that 
caused the leader of the Carpen- 
ter’'s Union to reply profanely. 
Then was heard the crack of 
Lewis's fist on Hutcheson’s face. 
Hutcheson and Lewis grappled 
and went down amidst collapsing 
chairs and tables. 

The strained peace within the 
AFL had collapsed.

journed, At approximately 11 
o’clock the next morning John L. 
Lewis sat at the head of the table 
in a dining room at the Presi- 
dent Hotel busied deep in discus- 
sion with eight companions. 

It was a Jate Sunday breakfast; 
and seated around the table were 
Lewis's two henchmen, Philip 
Murray and Thomas Kennedy; 
Lewis's old-time enemy in the 
UMW, John Brophy, now back at 
his side; Charles P. Howard; 
David Dubinsky, president of the 
International Ladies Garment 
Workers Union; Max Zaritsky, 
chief of the Hat, Cap and Millin- 
ery Workers; Thomas McMahon, 
leading official of the Textile 
Workers; and Sidney Hillman, 
president of the 
Clothing Workers of America. 


Lewis did most of the talking. | 


His voice was low and he spoke 
with passion. As Lewis spoke, 
most of the food on the table went 
untouched and grew cold; but the 
men around that table were on 
fire. They too had caught the 
vision and it became their gospel. 

It was then that Lewis deliv- 
ered himself of his child—the CIO,

chines in the giant indusiries, the 
workers grew tired of their au- 
tomaton existence. They sat down. 

It was the sit-down strike that 
made every American and all of 
the nation’s industry stand up 
and take notice. 

An unprecedented wave of l1,- 
860,000 men and women on sit- 
down strikes virtually inundated 
American industry. Some _ 7000 
strikes brought chaos to the na- 
tional economy. The nation’s basic 
industries began to break before 
the impact of the CIO. 

Bouncing off of rubber, 
CIO crashed through glass, tore 
through textiles, cracked steel 
and collided with automobiles. The 
CIO won heavy economic gains. 
But more important it won rec- 
ognition. 

By mid-1937 the CIO had gath- 
ered 3,083,000 members in its 23 
affiliates. In the wake of the 
attack lay the victims. Hundreds 
upon hundreds of strikers gassed, 
shot and maimed. They died in 
San Francisco, Detroit, Youngs- 
town, Chicago, and all over the 
United States. 

The CIO rolled on. 

It gained momentum and 
strength until it broke with full 
fury upon that great cornerstone 
of all American industry—the 
General Motors Corp. 

This was to be the Waterloo 
of one or the other.
